'and tending duty. 

It provides for no battleships,

“These are indeed hard days for 
those with souls. Here in England 
we are called rhetorically and 
from within to rise to blood sac- 
rifice and mighty effort, but the 
heroics are for the few, and the 
little daily task is difficult to rec- 
oncile with mighty history. 

“To work dimly for destruction 
lacks even the emotional color of 
fighting for destruction. When 
bombs were falling and we were 
all rather in the war itself, expe- 
diency covered melancholy, but 
this Easter finds the war old and 
sullen, and were it not that a vic- 
tory by Hitler would bring even 
greater frustration, the grinding 
pressure would be intolerable. To- 
day, at Easter, it is directly 
brought home to me how great the 
negation of the cross must have 
been to the men of Jerusalem 
when cynicism and temporal au- 
thority hung their belief as a puny 
man for all to see die.”

Exercise Helps Child Cure Habit Spasm 


Can you give any suggestion for 
treatmg a-child with a tic, asks 
a correspondent. Face muscles 
twitch and eyes blink. Child is 13 
years, 5 feet 4 inches, 120 pounds. 
Has had this trouble since she was 
7. It is worse sometimes. I under- 
stand psychologists say it is due 
to environment, emotional upsets, 
etc. She leads a very calm life, 
although she has a teacher who 
keeps the whole class upset (8th 
grade). (Mrs. A. H. C.) 


Unless the teacher’s influence is 
retroactive it can hardly account 
for the habit spasm the child de- 
veloped six years ago. Or did the 
teacher have first grade pupils 
then? 

It is well to remember that psy- 
chologists are generally not physi- 
cians. 

A blinking or grimacing tic or 
habit spasm is more noticeable 
than a _ throat-clearing, snorting, 
sniffling or ah-ah-ah-ing tic un- 
less the sound accompanying the 
latter tics arouses concern. 

Tics often begin with a purpo- 
sive action, say a twitch of: the

neck caused by a rough collar or 
a sniffing tic remaining as a hab- 
it long after some temporary nasal 
irritation. 

Sometimes children seem to ac- 
quire tics by imitating some one 
Similarly affected, some one who 
commands respect or admiration 
or special interest, mimicry of 
normal or natural peculiarities or 
tricks of expression, for instance 
shrugging the shoulders. 

Individual with tic is not con- 
scious of the movement. By an ef- 
fort of- will he or,she can prevent 
the action for a few moments or a 
minute perhaps, but as the effort 
tires and attention relaxes, so to 
speak, the unconscious or auto- 
matic habit continues as before. 

Neither scolding, nor punish- 
ment, nor ridicule. can in the 
slightest degree help the child 
with tic. The child does not want 
to make the face or continue the 
habit which stigmatizes him or 
her as being peculiar. The child 
can’t help it. But parents, guard- 
ians or teachers can.

Best treatment for tic or habit 
systematic 
exercises under the supervision of 
the competent physical education 
instructor—the physical education 
instructor in school, at the “Y” or 
the private instructor. Exercises if 
the muscles involved in the habit 
spasm,’and especially exercises in 
inhibition, or the control or check- 
ing of the spasm or the action by 
effort of will. The inhibition exer-

It may be perfectly true that 
you don’t eat-much. It may bea 
fact that you get fat on exactly the 
same number of calories on which 
someone else stays beautifully 
Slim. :If so, the difference can be 
accounted for by your disposition 
and your metabolism. Well say 
that you have an easy-going dis- 
position—and that your thin friend 
hasn’t. You wait for transporta- 
tion while she races up stairs and 
escalators or sprints several blocks 
simply because she does not have 
the patience to wait for the bus. 

What’s more, you may be built 
for comfort rather than speed. If 
you are short and plump by de- 
sign, you may burn as many as 
one-third less than the tall thin 
person who weighs the same as 
you do. Your proportion of active 
tissue is less and you burn fewer 
calories. Or, to put it another 
way, you have a greater percent- 
age of fatty tissue as compared 
with total weight, and burn fewer 
calories. You may. use only 16 
calories per pound of body weight 


(pop- ; 


as compared with her 20 calories 
'per pound. 

Once you appreciate that fat is 
really “dead weight,” you begin 
to understand what you are up 
against. And it shouldn’t surprise 
you to find that you tip the scales 
at 20 or so more pounds than the 
130 to which you are legally en- 
titled! ks 

But you can turn your excess 
weight back into energy much 
faster than you accumulated it. If 
20 pounds is all your excess, you 
can be slim again in*10 short 
weeks. If you go on a restricted 
allowance of 1,080 calories per 
day; you can use up two pounds 
of fat each week. You might do 
it a bit faster, or slower. 

But do your calorie cutting 
mainly in the foods that are higa 
in fat. They are the ones that 
turn into body fat most readily, 
and, also, they afe the ones that 
count the most when left out of 
the menus. Here’s why: Fats count 
two and one-fourth times as many 
calories as either proteins or car- 
bohydrates. Want statistics? Well, 
one ounce of pure fat contains 255 
calories; one ounce of sugar, 113 
calories; one ounce of protein, 113 
calories. You can see why it pays 
to restrict the cream, butter and 
gravy, French dressing and pas- 
tries, when you are trying to cut 
out calories. 

But in your limited calories in- 
take, you have to get a diet that 
is nutritionally adequate. Other- 
wise, your reducing doesn’t really 
get you anywhere. You may lose 
all the weight you want, but 
you'll look haggard—and wheres 
the percentage ‘in that? :

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Thrift and War 

Economics go right on their merry way come 
war and peace. 

With an understanding of that fact, Roswell 
Magill, former Undersecretary of the Treasury, 
has suggested that income-tax payers be per- 
mitted a deduction to some reasonable extent 
for the payment of life-insurance premiums. 


The so-called average man with the average 
income, already knows that he has little, if 
anything left, after paying his income taxes. 
They likely will be higher next year. No matter 
how much thrift he practices in a world at war, 
he cannot build up much of a reserve for those 
dependent upon him. 

Life insurance offers him the only chance.. 
It is almost the pnly way he can protect them. 
This one remaining chance is being made 
almost impossible by the increasing scale of 
taxes. . 

Viewing it from the government’s viewpoint, 
Mr. Magill believes a deduction woud be entire- 
ly logical. The purchase of life insurance, like 
‘he purchase of War Savings Bonds, tends to 
reduce the extent of inflation. Money so spent 
ss spent as an investment in government and 
mdustry and not for consumer goods. 

There is merit in this proposal. As taxes on 
income are increased it becomes apparent there 
must be some sort of revision of the system of 
deductions. Taxes have for their purpose the 
financing of government and of preserving a 
sound economy. This means, as the government 
now is pointing out, that mioney ordinarily spent 
fot consumer goods, must be withdrawn from 
that type spending. 

‘This will not be accomplished if the tax 
program draws off all income not available for 
consumption and impairs the ability of the 
people to maintain essential savings and the 
repayment of debt. : 

The President has said that the war program 
should discourage spending but encourage 
thrift. This proposal would go far toward bring- 
ing about what the President seeks, supple- 
menting as it would. the present controls pro- 
posed to curb inflation.

New Enemies 

The house of representatives at Washington 
yesterday voted, unanimously, to add Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Rumania to the list of countries 
with which the United States is at war. The 
senate will act similarly today. 


Not that it makes much difference. We are 
at war with Germany and the troops of the 
three Balkan states are fighting side by side 
with German and Italian troops on the battle- 
fields of Russia. It simply straightens out an 
anomalous situation and keeps the record clear, 
Allies of Germany are, thereby, enemies of ours 
and foes of Germany are our friends. 


The action of the United States government, 
however, tends to throw the spotlight on the 
somewhat similar situation in respect to Russia 
and Japan. 

The active warfare waged by the three 
Balkan powers has, so far, been chiefly against 
Russia. Russia is our ally. It is quite possible 
that, before long, our armed forces will be 
fighting beside the armies of the Soviet. There- 


-fore, we must be at war with all the foes we 


may be called upon to face. 


On the other hand, we are at war with 
Japan and Russia is not. For reasons of diplo- 
macy and for reasons of strategy the Soviet has 
not yet broken normal, peacetime relations with 
Japan. This despite that the use of Russian ter- 
ritory, particularly at Vladivostok, would im- 
measurably aid in our coming air offensive 
against Japan. \ 


However, when the proper time comes, we 
shall use those Siberian bases, with Russian 
approval. Once let us, and our allies, cripple the 
forces of Germany and Italy in Europe, and we 
and our allies, including Russia, will turn atten- 
tion upon the pesky sons of heaven and send 
them reeling back to their own island kingdom. 

In the meantime, Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Rumania, having cast their lot with the Axis, 
must meet the fate and share the sorrow that 
is inevitably in store for that militaristic group

In the case of both the Nazis and Japanese, it 
is often hard to tell whether they kill people for 
military reasons or just for the sake of killing. 
Presumably they have reasons connected either 
with immediate strategy or long-range objec- 
tives. But surely the men who do the actual 
killing, at the command of their superiors, must 
often be in doubt as to the purpose and legiti- 
macy of their slaughter. 

Indiscriminate killing is probably easier for 
the Japanese than for the Germans, because they 
are so different from Europeans in their racial 
attitude and their respect for human life. Yet 
the Germans themselves, iowever tender-hearted 
in their normal living, seem to have been so 
hardened under Hitler that they are incredibly 
docile in carrying out savage orders. Civilians 
are often slaughtered en masse, without any evi- 
dent military purpose except the illegitimate one 
of inspiring deadly fear. 

In former and more civilized eras, people 
everywhere would shrink in horror at crimes 
now commonplace. Hitler and his docile sub- 
ordinates, not content with looting conquered 
areas of western Europe to the extent of $36,000,- 
000,000 in cash and goods, have shot nearly half 
a million people in addition to all the strictly 
military slaughter. It ‘is indeed Genghis Khan,

DIVIDED SUPREME COURT WASHINGTON, June 3.—If 


President Roosevelt expected 
peace and unity of thought to flow from a supreme court of his 
making he must be profoundly disappointed with the result of the 
first year in which his appointees have had virtually unchallenged 
sway in that tribunal, 

Seven of the present associate justices were appointed to the 
court by Boosevelt himself, and an eighth, Harlan Fiske Stone, was 
advanced by him to the chief justiceship. Only Justice Owen J. 
Roberts remains of the pre-Rooseveltian old guard, which the 
President earlier had sought to purge. 

But qualified observers say never has any supreme court pro- 
duced more divided opinions in the course of a single term than 
this one, and rarely has there been so much evidence of personal 
feuding among the judges. Remaining contests forced, the court to 
continue for another week the term which had been scheduled to 
end Monday. 

Two justices who don't hit it off at all, as judged by their con- 
flicting opinions, are Hugo Black, of Alabama, and Felix Frank- 
furter, of Massachusetts. Of 45 decisions in which the court di- 
vided, Black and Frankfurter have been on opposite sides 30 times. 


PERSONAL ANTAGONISM Bitter antagonism between Jus- 
tices Frank Murphy and Robert 
H., Jacksor, begun when they served together in the Department of 
Justice, als is reflected in the court decisions. In split decisions, 
Murphy and Jackson each wrote the opinions for their side four 
times. Jackson subscribed to none of Murphy’s findings and Murphy 
sided with Jackson only once, the latter being a case in which 
ustice Frankfurter was the only dissenter. In all of the divided 
decisions, Murphy and Jackson disagreed 28 times. 

Justice Roberts, who might be expected to provide most dissents 
in a court otherwise composed of New Dealers, was far from ful- 
filling this role. In the split decisions, Roberts delivered 11 majority 
opinions and seven dissents. Twenty-eight times he was recorded 
on the majority side and only 14 times in the minority, 

In contrast, Justice Black wrote only four majority opinions, as 
against nine dissents. Black was 25 times in the majority and 16 
times in the minority. 

_ Justice William O. Douglas is the kingpin dissenter with 20 cases 
In which he opposed the majority, as against 25 appearances on the 
winning side. : 

Justice Jackson holds the record ‘for voting most often with the 
majority. He participated in the ruling opinions 35 times and was 
only eight times in the majority. 

The number of dissents by other judges is as follows: Chief 
Justice Stone, 16; Murphy, 13; Frankfurter, 12; Stanley B. Reed, 11; 
James F, Byrnes, nine.

“Food will win the war and the peace,” said Wickard some 
months ago. 

Yet before this appears in print, most of the strawberry crop in 
one state and the asparagus crop in another will be lost—left to rot 
in the fields for want of pickers—and other crops in many states 
will be sacrificed by the same inexcusable folly. - 


The toil and foresight and property of thousands wasted—a loss 
equivalent to a major victory by our enemies—and all for want of 
one far-sighted, understanding man with the courage to act. 

Plead with Washington officials and they answer blandly: 
government hasn’t the power to do this and that.” 

Such buck-passing is an insult to the public’s intelligence. The 
government has shown in the last few years that it has power to 
do anything it wishes to do. And if it has power to make farmers 
destroy their crops and tell them what to plant in time of peace, 
it has power in time of war to save the crops that are essential to 
“win the war and the peace.” 

The danger did not develop without warning. The loss of crops 
was narrowly averted in several communities last year, and the 
story was printed and reprinted in newspapers and magazines. Every 
official who tries to keep informed must have known what was 
coming 

“The government has no power” means only that no particular 
official was authorized and instructed to act. Yet congress could 
have provided the necessary authority in a few hours, or the Presi- 
dent could have done it by executive order. It was simply another 
case of “everybody’s business is nobody’s business.” 

Though farm helpers have been drafted and migratory pickers 
have found better jobs in factories, there is no real shortage of 
workers. , 

Crops were saved last year by enlisting boys and girls and idle 
women in nearby towns. The only objection to that plan is the 
snobbish one that field work formerly done by ill-paid labor is 
beneath the dignity of nice people. 

Any job is honorable if it helps win this war. And those who 
will not volunteer to serve can be and must be drafted. ‘* 

If we have become too soft and ornery and inefficient to get out 
in the sun and harvest our food supply, we have lost the quality 
that makes winners.
